The 
violence of volcanic action was so great that 
two eitmct volcanoes on the peninsula of 
Alaska Ijiiig to the west of the active volcano 
lllamnia, 13,000 feet high, burst into activity, 
emitting an immense volume of qmoke and 
dust. Flames were visible at night. It is 
stated that the wives of a party of Alent In- 
dians engaged in that locality in otter hunting 
became afraid on account of the subterranean 
noises and refuaxl to stay and returned home.
